WHERE YOUR MONEY GOES 


I 


T is assumed that you have sent in your in- 


come tax return, if »pu were included in 


the favored group of citizens whose privilege 
it. is to help support the government thru th; 
paying of taxes, says the Dayton J\'ews. Start- 
ing on this assumption, therefore, it may be of 
interest to you to know how every dollar that 
you pay for income taxes is spent. You are as 
much responsible as anybody olse for the way 
it is spent, so there isn't much chance for you 
to criticise constructively. Herbert D. Brown, 
chief of the United States bureau of efficiency, 
analyses the expenditures of every dollar paid 
to the government *hru the income tax route 
as follows: For past wars (pensions, compensa- 
tion, interest on public debt, etc., Including ex- 
penses incident to federal control of railroads,) 


(>.S cents; for present defense (army and navy.) 
"0 cents; for the salaries of the president. th-.> 
vice president, members of congress, justices 
of the supreme court and all other civilian fed- 
eral office-holders, cost of harbor 
improve- 


ments, good roads, education and ail peace- 
time activities of the government, .11! cents. 
This analysis is based upon the appropriations 
for the fiscal year 391M. Wars, past and con- 
templated for the future, it is observed thru a 
study of this analysis, require SS cents out of 
every dollar paid into the federal treasury, j 
leaving :12 cents out of each dollar for ordinary j 
or peace time expenses.
